These - 
men were. buried: beneath, the: anchor and ~ 
the splintered timbers, and when after about 
five minutes" work they were rescued’ it was 
found that beyond a few cuts and scratches they 
had sustained no injuries, A lady and gentle- 
man oceupied a cabin on the port side, but for- .
